ICC SANCTIONS ABANDONMENT 

OF WOBURN LOUP OF B&MRR 
Complete abandonment of the 
four miles of railroad track 
between the vicinity of the J.

WILMINGTON 


Wilmington, in the days prior 
to the Revolutionary War? 

The evidence seems to show 
that there was - not one but 
several, and all bearing the 
name of Hathorn. 

In the eastern part of town 
on Woburn Street there are two 
old homes, close together, one 
the home of Charles Allgrove 
and the other the home of Al- 
vin W. Richardson. Both, ac- 
cording to the Rev. Daniel K. 
Noyes, who prepared a history 
of Wilmington in 1880, were 
standing in 1730, when the 
town was first incorporated. 

Yet, over the door of the 
Richardson home, there used to 
be the numbers 1776 = symbolic 
in most cases of the year a 
house was built. The 1776 date 
was put up there by Nathan 
Bradley "Brad" Fames, and the 
townspeople of half a century 
ago said, as a joke. The joke 
it would seem, symbolized the 
rebirth of the homestead, in 
1776, from Tory to Whig sym- 
pathies. 

In his Historical Addresses 
of 1880 the Rev. ir. Noyes, 
speaking of the year 1730, 
said: "That (house) occupied 
by N. Bradley Eames was the 
home of the Hathornes; and Mr. 
Pickering (across the street) 
of an Evans. 

This is the evidence that 
the Richardson house was 
standing in 1730, and was not 
built 46 years later. It is, 
too, evidence that the All- 
grove House was standing at 
that time. (Mr. Evans, in- 
cidently, built the pulpit of 
Wilmington's first church). 

In the Wilmington Records 
of Births, Marriages and 
Deaths the name Hathorn (with- 
out the "e") first appears in 
1744 under births, and in 1741 
under marriages.No Hathorn 
seems ever to have died in 
Wilmington - or if he did so 
his death wasn't recorded. 
There were four or five fam- 
ilies named Hathorn living in 
Wilmington in the days prior 
to Lexington and Bunker Hill, 
and at least two individuals 
had married and moved out of 
town. 

John and Esther Hathorn 
were the parents of eight 
children born between 1744 and 
1761. Ebenezer and Hephzibh 


same family? Misspelling?) had 
three between 1763 and 1766, 
and Ebenezer and Mary had one, 
in 1768. In addition to this 
Collins and Sarah (Deane - of 
the family who lives where 
Joe App lives today) had one, 
in 1761. 

Samuel Hathorn married 
Grace Walker of Woburn in 1741 
and hi s widow, in 1760 mar- 
ried Caleb Eames. There is no 
record of Samuel's death - it 
was probably in Woburn. Eliza- 
beth Hathorn married Edward 
Kendall, in 1742. (Both the 
Eames and Kendall families, it 
should be recorded, were of 
good Whig stock, and performed 
military duty for Woburn and 
Wilmington during the Revol- 
ution). 

But the Hathorn family sim- 
ply disappeared from the Town 
Records, about 1776. 

In a Town Meeting of July 
14, 1774 the town ordered the 
Town Treasurer to pay the full 
amount assessed upon Wilming- 
ton for the support of the 
Continental Congress, then in 
session. It also voted to 
"choose a committee to draw up 
a Solemn League and Covenant*, 
for the freeholders and other 
inhabitants of the Town of 
Wilmington, 

Appointed to this committee 
were two men who were subse- 
quently Captains of Minute Men 
Cadwallader Ford Jr. and Ti- 
mothy Walker. Also appointed 
were John Hathorn, Lieut. 
Ebenezer Jones and pbshua Eames 

Two weeks later the commit- 
tee made its report to another 
Town Meeting, a report which 
was im mimously adopted and 
a committee was appointed to 
get signatures to the Cove- 
nant. 

In four of five names, it 
was the same committee. The 
fifth name was subseqen tly 
scratched out, in the report, 
seemingly by the Town Clerk of 
that day, and there is a note 
that a member of the Commi t- 
tee which had been appointed 
to draw up the Covenant had, 


at the last moment, reftsed to _ 


sign it. 

The Rev. Mr. Noyes, in 1880 
asked: Was that man John Ha- 
thorn? 

Apparently, from the evi- 
dence, it was.
